Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Examiner has considered Applicants' proposed amendments. The rejections under 35 USC 112/ 2nd 
para, of the previous Office Action are overcome by some of the proposed amendments to claims 51 & 52. However, the proposed 
amendments to claims 51-52 would require further search and/ or consideration/ and new rejections because the limitation of a 
"polymeric" mask was never previously presented relative to those claims. The issue of a "polymeric" masking system in claim 53 would 
require further consideration/ new rejections, including at least a new combinatiuon of previously cited references. It also appears that 
claim 58 would not further limit claim 53 in view of amendment.
